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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-20 in the reply filed on 2 September 
2005 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that claims 21-24 relate to 
claims 17-20. This is not found persuasive because claims 21-24 do not contain the 
formula common to claims 1-20. This formula is found to be allowable subject matter, 
and thus further examining claims 21-24 would place a burden on the examiner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The examiner has considered the information disclosure statements (IDSs) 
submitted on 20 September 2001 and 24 February 2003.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 1 recites the limitation "(m being greater than or equal to 1)" in line 8. 
Claim limitations should not be written in parenthesis. It is unclear whether this limitation 
is being claimed or not. 

Claims 1, 9. and 17 recite the limitation "the ring of integers". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 

7. Claims 1-20 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format 
of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

9. Claims 1, 9, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims teach a series of 
functions, but fails to use the results to teach how to prove authenticity or integrity, or for 
any other purpose. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Claims 1 -20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph and the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 101, 
set forth in this Office action. 
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1 1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

With regard to claims 1, 9, and 17, Kawamura, USPN 5,046,094, discloses 
proving the integrity of a message (column 4 lines 42-48). Shin et al, USPN 5,987,134, 
discloses proving the authenticity of an entity (column 2 lines 20-30). EP 031 1470 also 
teaches proving the authenticity of an entity. Each of the inventions use similar methods 
to the claimed method, however they all use RSA technology, while the claimed 
invention computes commitments R, challenges d, and responses R on the basis of 
public and private keys. RSA is essential to the prior art, and removing and replacing it 
would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Double Patenting 

12. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 
41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

1 3. Claims 1 -20 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-18 of 
copending Application No. 09/889,918. Although the conflicting claims are not identical. 
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they are not patentably distinct from each other because all the limitations of the 
claimed invention are claimed in the copending application. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
